The  buttcrfat  payment  for  April  will  be  17  cents  a  pound,  10  cents  for  l.iay 
and  June,    The  third  quarter  rate  will  be  13  cents  with  a  jump  to  17  cents  for 
the  period  from  October  through  March,  194-6.    All  dairy  production  payments  will 
be  made  on  a  quarterly  basis,  the  county  AAA  office  reports. 

^        The  milk  production  payment  for  April  is  70  cents  a  hundredweight,  with  a 
drop  to  35  cents  in  Hay  and  June.    The  third  quarter  rate  will  be  45  cents, 
and  the  rate  from  October  through  March  of  1946  70  cents.

Mr.  Griego,  who  is  now  cooperating  with  the  Edgewood  Soil  Conservation 
District,  plans  to  terrace  all  of  his  farm  lands  over  a  period  of  years.

Second-hand  fiber  cases  can  be  used  for  truck  shipments  of  eggs,  according 
to  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  Rail  shipment  of  the 
secondhand  egg  containers  is  still  prohibited. 

THEY  KEEP  'EM  DRINKING 

Bean  farmers  in  the  Stanley  and  Edgewood  communities  in  Santa  Fe  County  are 
doing  their  part  to  keep  milk  flowing  to  civilians  and  soldiers. 

At  present  40  producers  are  sending  about  860  gallons  of  milk  to  Santa  Fe 
every  day.    The  milk,  which  is  picked  up  by  a  refrigerator  truck,  is  playing  an 
important  part  in  supplying  the  needs  of  patients  at  Bruns  General  Hospital. 
Other  milk  from  the  Santa  Fe  strip  of  the  Estancia  Valley  goes  to  Albuquerque 
and  Colorado. 

By  week's  end  the  Santa  Fe  County  AAA  office  had  paid  more  than  $5000  to 
producers  for  milk  and  butterfat  sold  during  January,  February,  and  L'arch.  The 
subsidy  payments  are  made  under  the  dairy  feed  payment  program.

V7a  has  added  veal  and  lamb  produced  in  federally  inspected  slaughter  houses 
to  the  meats  to  be  set  aside  for  government  purchase.    Grade  AA,  A,  and  B  dressed 
carcasses  of  veal  weighing  from  60  to  275  pounds  must  be  set  aside;  but  after 
government  agencies  take  3$  per  cent,  the  rest  moves  into  civilian  trade  channels. 
The  lamb  setaside  is  on  the  same  grades  of  dressed  carcasses  weighing  from  30  to 
j    70  pounds  with  yearlings  and  mutton  excluded.    After  25  per  cent  is  sold  or  de- 
livered to  government  agencies,  the  remainder  becomes  available  fer  civilian  use.
